I can't explain 
tober that nine-tenths ot the sardines 
consumed la tbo Uultod States como 
from Maine, fur. although they are 
Jnst OS good OS tbo French product sho 
would not have them, ami rBhouldloso 
her trade, Most of lUu sardines Bold 
nowadays are ootliing but small hor. 
rings, put up In boio) with gnudy labels 
and French loscrl pilous. Iu ^.ostport 
tbero aro nineteen places whore they 
turn out sardines, besides three at 
Lubec, two at Jouospcrt, and one caoh 
at Nlllbrldgo, Lamolno, andltoblnston. 
When it was tint attempted to make 
sardines from herrings it was louml 
that the dlllloulty lay in eradicating 
tbo herring Qaror. It took years ot 
experiment to accomplish this. Fiually 
a manufacturer Buccuoded iu producing 
aoomblnntlon ol oil and spluos which 
removed tho trouble, Tim herrings 
used Id making sardines are about 
four Icohos lone, and caa be bought ot 
tbo Maine and New Urunawluk usher- 
mon, when plenty, forabouttrlahggf 
licad, although whou scnrco tboy bring 
'u high as (15 a hogshead. Iho tisu 
ar« caught ia huge nets sot along the 
shore. Alter oapturo thoy aro taken 
immodlttely to tno factory and laid In 
heaps upon lung tables, whore thur 
are cCocapitatcd and eloanod by ohitil- 
ren, wboeo dextenty Is n^arvclous, Ou 
the average, eacii child tlrossosKeventy- 
ttve fltb ft minute. 'I'tie pay is IU vuuts 



for a box holding about a bushel. Some 
of tho cbildrnn make as inucU as $1,60 
p«r day. After being washed the lish 
are picklod fur ball an hour and are 
tlien laid upou trays and plncsd in a 
largo drylDg-ruum b sated by steam. 
When dry tliny are thrown Into large 
shallow pons of boiling oil and 
thoroughly cooked. Tlioy aro then 
pocked In boxes by wotnun and girit, 
and Into each box Is poured lotne of 
the patent mixture of oil aud spices, 
Covers aro fitted ua the boxes and 
sealed by mun. Tho boies are next 
placed In bolllag water for half an 
boar, and are then remurod and put 
on an incllaod plane, so that tho In- 
closed hot nlr rushes lo oua corner ot 
tba box. This corner Is pttocturod 
with an awl, and the air escapes, tbo 
box Ibeu being made str-tlghl ngalu 
by a drop ot solder.

"Almost the vntlre product of these 
factoHos Is shipped lo New York, 
whence It goes tu relallers nil over tho 
country. Ono ul tho Luhuc housoa 
preimrtiB about 4,&00 boxes per day. 
Thu prollt rondo by tbu packers Is 
from ■( tu G cents a box."

Until fundcnouch 
of the bulb fnml^' to greet ft at its 
earliest appearance, and extend to It 
tho most conliul nnd IntoUlgonl 
hoiiiltalttj', window gnrdoncrs are 
likely to uolny planting until all out- 
door flowers aro gone. Veteran grow- 
ers ptuot OS sooo OS tho bulbs csn bo 
Srocurcil- genoraliv in tho tirst half ol 
ujituniber; some ot tho pots may thus 
ho aufllcfcntly ftdvaticod to bo brought 
to light inmid-Oclobor, Trcutcdtbus, 
tbo tlonian iiyoulntlia and tbo earlier 
narcissuses mny bo liod In bloom by 
Thanksgiving Day, and some of tiiu 
otUers will follow speedily. The 
period ol bloom may be wade to ex- 
tend from Thanksgiving to Mny^iny 
by bringing pots from collar or closet 
at lotervnli* ot ton days; to make assur- 
ance doubly sure, dulny potting part 
at a. coUcclhm until lato in Nuvembar. 
To know whlcb planta aro Unit lit to 
bo brought 10 tUa light, turn the pots 
upside down, suppui'ting tho tup ourtb 
by tJiu llDgi'rs ul ono baud, and slriko 
Uio odgu uf tho pot gently uoanmnlhlng 
hard; tlio ontiro ball of uanli will cooiu 
out unharmed.

Oulaldcrs are employed to bolp In 
tbolr work, and are paid rog-ulnr 
i.-agos; but no ono can roahlo pormn* 
ncntly In tlio community unless bo !»• 
comoamomber. Thoso who wlah to 
do to nro rocolvcd on probation for ono 
year. At tbo end ot that tlmo, tt found 
to bo ot unlinpaacbiiblo cbarnotor, 
thoy can join tho lower ctnii 
of Zoarltes; and later on, It ao dlspoacJ, 
may become memboraot tho flrat olaas, 
Clvlnc them n rlchl to veto for oltlcora, 
and all othor prirtte^fos.

The 
young men, too, long for Ibo (jayotlos 
and oxclloments outHldo, and lonvo to 
make their fortunes olsowhoro. 'i'boso 
that nmain proleas to bo pfrfoctly 
eat la fled, and claim thitt want nod 
jealousy ore unknown amoni; them, 
lib but tbo truth lo B.iy thnt tbolr 
looks nnd mnnnora do not belle their 
m^crttons. 

Thoro 1 1 nothinc peculiar In their 
roUirloua bfllluf. They accept Iho Old 
and Now ToaUimcnta, and havo aor- 
vlcoa Sunday, both morning und eve- 
nln;;. Ttiey havo no minister, but 
concrnlly ono ot ibo older mcmljcrd la 
ohoien to rend n chnptor fitini tbo 
lliblo and make a tow comment.^ They 
havo no coremonlca of any kind, nnd 
tbolr placo of worahlp b not called n 
church, but a concrcc^itloa hotiim.

In politloa thoy nro nearly nil repub- 
llcana — pro bAbly not ovor holt a dozen 
democrats. Thoy are not pruhlbltlon- 
btai. From tho gmo«s and hops iboy 
rabo they mako their awn wlno ana 
beer, anti sell It nt tholr bar. Thoy 
are more Gorman than Amerlcnaln tho 
observance ot Sunday; but thalr bar la 
closed on that day, though there b 
nothing In ttio laws of tho Blitto to 
provont their keeping tt open Ihcn and 
ronplog a rich pro&t from tho many 
stningon who stroll ttirough tbo vtl- 
Inge. They drive n brisk trade, how- 
ovor. In lomonado and cokoa on Sunday 
In tho plcnio grounds. Thoy own n 
largo bold nnd occommodata many 
Bummor boarders, a large proportion 
from Clovoland. 

Yean ago tbolr rules wero very 
strict, nnd tho mombors all dreas alike, 
in plain olothoa of tho atcnptost cut. 
simplicity la droas Is tho ruta now, 
but tbey aro not uniformly attired. 
The woman wear plain calico and 
straw bats, all ol tholr own mako. 
'Ilioy manufaoture tbolr own wool 
gurmonta; tlioy own a tannery, prepare 
tbolr own toaUier, and mnko their own 
hoots ft&d shooo. £uch family rnlecs 
Its own produco. If any are in need 
of money for any rooaon thoy mnko 
nppllc&tion for lu All the bnlunco 
goes Into tho treasury, and Is expoud- 
od III Improving tho roods, eroot I ng 
buildings and for othor publlo boiiollts- 
Thoy Win n Qourlng mill find soil, a. 
largo quanllty of tho product ns well 
OS wheaL Thoy have two woolen nnd 
two irrlst milb. Tbey also dorlvu a 
hnndsomo prollt from tho cattle thoy 
rnlao nnd Bell. Kvory penion In tbt 
en mm unity knows his place, la nsrili; ti- 
ed to his duly, nnd purfurms his work 
according to hla ability. 'ITioy liiivo 
two good schools whore EngUsh and 
Gormnn nro tnujTfat. The procoodlnga 
la council and tliolr roUeioua services 
arc both in Germttn. Thoy tnlk lo 
tholr children In tho anmo longuucc. 
Altogether thoy ttro a ohoerlul, kind- 
hoartotl poo pie, aiillaHod to llvo by 
theinselvoa, indopcndent ot Iho help ot 
othorB. Their quiet, aecludod life may 
not oeoortl with tha doslros nf most 
men and women, but tt ha.i lu.udvan- 
tagee. and they appear to have reaped 
tha full bene^tthsraof.— CongrogatloQ-

. Tho Emperor Francis Joseph, of 
Amttia-Hungary boa Just boon cele- 
brating tho fortieth nunlvureitry ot his 
ascent lothu throne, says a wiiter In 
tho YouWi CQinpanion. AltJiough ho 
bos resigned for so long a, period, ho Is 
only 69 years uf ago. Ilu succeeded 
his uncle, Fenllnaud, when ho wu n 
joaUs of 18. in IStS., 

As he looks back over thcio forty 
years tho emperor must fool that 
gn^atcr political cbaugca hare taken 
Iilnco In his oniplro, tierliap«, that any 
other Kurotwun italo baa underj;ono in 
tlio same time. 

Whoa bo assumed. as a men lad, tho 
Auairlnn crown— which ho did as a re- 
sult of thu nbdl cation ot hia undo, 
Ferdinand, and ot tbo refusal of hii 
father to tako tbe throne. Austria- 
lluugary woe a detpotlo monarchy. 
Tho ]>owor ot thu emperor waa almost. 
It notqulto, 01 alisolulo as thato^ the 
It nasi an ccar. 

Ills will woi the coDtrollIng forco ot 
tho Italo, and it woa supported by tbe 
high authority ot tho cburtih, by the 
srmy, and by a thoroughly orgftnlud 
police. 

In Austria education wiu hampered 
by rigid ruslrictlons; marrlago was 
only valid trhea porhratod by a 
priest; tho parliament wfu a solemn 
farce, bcloe wholly submlsstvo to tho 
crown, nniTtho nohlilty wcroalike the 
haughtiest, tho tnoat Ignorant and tbe 
most iata^ontot in Kun>pe. 

Meanwbllo Iluognry was tn n stato 
ot dangerous dIsalTociion, which had 
broken out into a rovuit which was 
only anbduod by tho aid ot tlussian 
troops. 

All this has long it nco been changotL 
Tho Austrian cmpiroian singular ex- 
ample ot ft atate which lias gathered 
strength from defeat, and baj boon 
saveu by n leuenlng ot Its power. 

In 1860 tbo AuAtrlans wore com- 
pletely defeated bytherruaiianaln tbe 
short and mumorablo canipalgu which 
was fought in Uu he 01 In. Tho roiult of 
tbli catostropho woa tlint Austria was 
forced to give up tho place at tho 
bead ol t hu German cu a tvdoralluo, and 
proclically to cease to bu a Garman 
power, while, on tho other lido, tbo 
lost her Italian provlnco of Vonetla. 
Hungary now bccanio thu must im- 

Surtant portion of tho empire. Aa 
Umarcksald: "Tho ounler of gravity 
of tho Austrian empire has been trana- 
fcrrod from Vienna to Pesth." This 
made It Qocosjary to tbe oxlstonco of 
tbo emperor's rulo to reconcile tbo 
Hungarians to It. 

Tho emperor oalle^l a wlio Saxon 
itdtosmau, Uaron von Beusl, lulo his 
councils; nod under ileust's ^Idnoce 
Austria-llungary was rnpidly trans- 
ferred from an absolute luto a limited 
and con^ttltutloual monnrcby. 

The concordat, which woa an agree< 
nient between tho AnslrInn crown and 
tbe papacy, by which thu church had 
many exolusive prirllogea in tbo em- 
pire, waa nbollalied. EducaUoo be- 
came tree. Civil ninrriagoa were ei- 
tabllsbed. Two parliaments woro In- 
atltutod, one for Austria, tbo other for 
Uungarj'. Fopulur suffraco was ex- 
tcndeiL The ministries bocamo re- 
sponstblo Ut the rupr«itunta lives ot tbo 
poopla. The emperor gavo np his 
ties polio prerogotlvea and nccoptcd tho 
less Impuslog position of a conitilu- 
lional ruler. 

By this prompt and rapid poUlical 
cbaogaUie Aiutro-IIuu;^nrian empire 
undoubtedly obtained a. longer loaao of 
life Uotorc It was made tbo empire 
was tut alaklttfi to Its tuln. lloust's 
retorma conciliated Hungary, which 
under them acquired pfuctlcal self.
